My Life 
by Raymond Jackson 


My life has not been a fairy tale or a movie. Life has 
dealt me cards that seem unfair, but I realize things 
happen for a reason. I was born January 6, 1992 to a 
radiant man and women. That sounds nice, but here 
comes reality. When I was three years old my mother 
died of AIDS. I was born with HIV (Human 
Immunodeficiency Virus). Then, when I was four years 
old I had a stroke because I was taken off the 
medication because it was believed that faith would 
heal me. Due to the stroke, I became disabled. Now 
I’m in a wheelchair. When I was twelve years old, my 
family decided to tell me that I was HIV positive 
through birth. I begin to ask, “Am I going to die soon?” 


I didn’t really understand why and how I got it because 
I was still in denial that I had HIV. In that same year, I 
came out and told my aunts and grandmother I was 
different... . I was gay. When I told them this, all I got 
was "You are wrong for this... you have to change." I 
knew in my heart that I was different, and my family 
knew as well but continued to discourage me. Having 
HIV is one thing, but to say you’re gay is another. For 
many years I suffered from low self-esteem and 
depression because I was not accepted. 


I tried to change but would end up dissatisfied, because 
the struggle to please my family and friends, and deny 
my true emotions became too much for me. So many 
times I thought it's better for me to be in the closet, 
than out. Then I thought even though I was out I would 
still have to hide what I feel from my family and 
friends. When I was young and struggling emotionally, 
I would do things indirectly to hurt those close to me 
This was because I was dependent on their love and 
acceptance. At the same time of wanting their support, 
I fought with accepting myself as I prepared to enter 
high school. I wanted to be accepted by others but lost 
so many battles and eventually lost my identity. 


HIV has been a long battle, but I am not discouraged 
because I know that there is a plan in all the things I 
have faith. HE is able to do all things BUT fail. 


I hope those who read my story will see the power of 
faith and will begin to believe in THIS POWER!
